Appendicitis Death Rate Is 
Termed As Natio n al Scandal 


Atlanta, March 6 —The death 
rate from appendicitis was de­ 
clared today to be as great a na­ 
tional scandal as the death rate 
from au tomobile accidents. 
In a discu ssion before the 
Sou theastern Su rgical Congress 
here, Dr. Mont R. Reed of the 
Univ ersity of Cincinnati declared 
the American death rate from 
appendicitis is “a national dis­ 
grace” in v iew of medical know­ 
ledge and pu blic 
edu cational 
measu res av ailable. 
“The annu al toll from this di­ 
sease is between 25,000 and 30,000 
people, and the v ictims are most­ 
ly ' y ou ng healthy adu lts,” he de­ 
clared. “At the present time we 
hav e the highest death rate from 
appendicitis 
of 
any 
civ ilized 
cou ntry in the world.” 
Addressing more than 6 00 su r­ 
geons from sou theastern, sou th­ 
ern, and many northern states 
at the opening of the annu al 
congress, R. Reed said more than 


Swivel Chairs To 
Undergo Heavy 
Tests 


Washington, March 6 (A*)—The 
gov ernment recognized today the 
proposition that one requ irement 
for an office chair is its ability 
to su pport a semi-recu mbent 
form. 
This is ju st a technical way of 
say ing th at it shou ld su pport a 
man who leans back, strains the 
swiv el, and props his feet on his 
desk. 
Realizing that su ch things do 
happen in the orderly way of 
American office life, the bu reau 
of standards faced the facts and 
rigged u p a su per chair-testing 
dev ice. 
With a sharp ey e to detail, 
the testers first pu t a 7 5-pou nd 
lead weight in the chair. A cord 
then is attached to the chair’s 
back. 
The cord is fastened to a crank, 
which pu lls the chair backward 
and hau ls its front legs three or 
fou r inches off the floor. 
Then it lets go—wham!—sim­ 
u lating an ex ecu tiv e or office 
worker su ddenly dragging his 
feet from the desk, sitting u p 
straight, and then standing. 
If the chair can stand u p u n­ 
der 30,000 of these mechanical 
tortu res, the gov ernment say s 
it’s probably o. k. If it doesn't, 
it ju st can’t take it in the Amer­ 
ican office. 
There’s a companion test, too. 
This consists of placing a 
chair beneath a sort of scaffold 
which su pports a sandbag. A 
lev er is tripped and—bang!—the 
sandbag drops onto the chair 
seat.

This is a fair imitation of a 
large m an who races into the 
office apd plops down in his 
chair. In other words, ifs a lot 
of weight concentrated a t one 
point.

Tou lon, France, March 6 (ZP)— 
For hav ing sold nav al secrets to 
a foreign power, a 25-y ear-old 
French nav al officer died at 
dawn today before a firing squ ad 
composed of v olu nteers from the 
fleet. 
Ensign Marc Au bert, who had 
liv ed in terror du ring the weeks 
since he confessed his treason 
and was sentenced, died with his 
head high. His last words were: 
“I know how to die like a sail­ 
or.” 
The death v olley crashed ou t 
ex actly at 6 a. rn. before the re­ 
dou bts of Fort Malbosqu et. As 
Au bert’s body sagged against the 
cords binding him to the ex ecu ­ 
tion post, the master at arms, 
also a v olu nteer, stepped u p and 
administered the cou p de grace. 
Au bert confessed he sold in­ 
formation abou t French fleet 
mov ements and nav al constru c­ 
tion data to a foreign power 
which was not identified pu b­ 
licly . He u sed ‘his sweetheart, 
Marie Morel, as a blind for the 
correspondence 
in 
which 
he 
transm itted the secrets. 
Under a three-y ear sentence 
as an accomplice, the ensign’s 
sweetheart spent the night in 
the women’s prison, u naware 
that he was to die at dawn.

Indianapolis, March 6 (ZP)—A 
legislativ e jam, threatening to 
hold Indiana’s eighty -first Gen­ 
eral Assembly in session far past 
the constitu tional midnight clos­ 
ing hou r, became tighter than 
ev er this afternoon as the Dem­ 
ocratic senate passed, 37 to 2, the 
su plemental appropriations bill 
prov iding $19 ,6 00,000 for state 
departments receiv ing 
federal 
aid. The total is approx imately 
the same as in the bill when it 
originally was introdu ced in the 
hou se. Abou t $300,000 was cu t 
from the appropriations before 
the bill passed the lower cham ­ 
ber. 


Indianapolis, March 6 (ZP)— 
Confronted with the most seriou s 
elev enth hou r legislativ e jam in 
many y ears, the politically di­ 
v ided .Indiana General Assembly 
mov ed slowly toward final ad­ 
jou rnment today with the senate 
taking only 15 minu tes for lu nch. 
Deadlocks between the Repu b­ 
lican hou se and the Democratic 
senate ov er fou r controv ersial 
bills, inclu ding the biennial ap­ 
propriations measu re, threatened 
to keep the assembly in session 
far p&st the constitu tional mid­ 
night adjou rnment hou r. 
Both sides serv ed notice they 
intended to “stand pat” on their 
respectiv e proposals for the bu d­ 
get, gross income tax relief for 
retailers, increase in the gasoline 
tax and a new div ersion of motor 
v ehicle fu nds.

jou rnment. 
The hou se today killed the bill 
to restore the nomination of

United States senator to the di­ 
rect primary . 
The measu re was on second 
reading and the hou se refu sed to 
pass a motion by Rep. Winfield 
K. Denton (D-Ev ansv ille) to su s­ 
pend the ru les and consider the 
bill fu rther. With final adjou rn­ 
ment of the assembly du e a t 
midnight tonight it will be im­ 
possible to take the bill u p on 
third reading. Repu blicans con­ 
trol the hou se. 
The v ote on su spension of the 
ru les was 55 to 40, twenty -two 
v otes short of the two-thirds m a- 
jarity necessary .

PUTS ON STEAM; 
DEADLINE NEARS

and senato r with a 40 per cent 
plu rality , prev io u sly had passed 
the senate. 
Speaker James M. Knapp named 
the co mmittee o f fiv e representa­ 
tiv es to inv estigate “alleged irreg­ 
u larities” in state go v ernment, 
au tho rized by the ho u se last 
week. Members o f the co mmit­ 
tee, which mu st o rganize by May 
I, will be Reps. H. H. Ev ans o f 
New Castle, the au tho r o f the in­ 
v estigating reso lu tio n, Pau l S. 
Brady o f Mu ncie, W. O. Hu ghes 
o f Fo rt Way ne, William Bro wn o f 
Ko ko mo , and Frank T. Millis o f 
Campbellsbu rg, all Repu blicans,

Meanwhile threats o f a dead­ 
lo ck between the Repu blican 
ho u se and the Demo cratic sen­ 
ate grew as the assembly mo v ed 
to ward final adjo u rnment.

Indianapo lis, March 6 (ZP)—In­ 
diana’s 8 1st legislatu re, div ided 
against itself, stro v e to day to 
iro n o u t disagreements between 
its Repu blican ho u se and Demo ­ 
cratic senate o v er the bu dget and 
gro ss 
inco me 
tax 
redu ctio n 
measu res befo re winding u p its 
6 1-day biennial sessio n at mid­ 
night to night. 
Bo th ho u ses, schedu led to co n­ 
v ene at IO o ’clo ck this mo rning, 
were ready to fall back o n the 
o ld cu sto m o f tu rning back the 
lo ck befo re the zero ho u r and 
actu ally ru nning into ano ther 
day if necessary to finish their 
wo rk. 
Co nference co mmittees o f sen­ 
ato rs and representativ es stru g­ 
gled to reco ncile differences so 
the two chambers might appro v e 
co ntro v ersial bills in their final 
fo rm. 
Befo re passing the two bu dget 
bills Satu rday , 52 to 48, the ho u se 
cu t $5,058,252 fro m the $84,801,- 
416 which the bu dget co mmit­ 
tee figu red the state wo u ld need 
to spend in the nex t two fiscal 
y ears. 
Bu t that night the senate, 
co nsidering o ne o f the bills to 
appro priate mo ney 
fo r state 
fu nctio ns fo r which the state 
alo ne pay s, resto red nearly all 
this cu t and passed the bill in a 
fo rm pro v iding fo r ex penditu re 
o f mo re than $6 5,000,000. The 
v o te was 32 to 14. Ru les were su s­ 
pended o n the bu dget in bo th 
ho u ses. 
In additio n, the senate tacked 
an ex tra $100,000 appro priatio n 
o n the bill to bu ild a harbo r at 
the mo u th o f Bu ms Ditch o n 
Lake Michigan in Po rter co u nty . 
Senato r Jo hn Van Ness (R-Val­ 
paraiso ) su bmitted this amend­ 
ment.

The senate did no t act o n the 
o ther bu dget bill, to set aside 
$19 ,6 03,000 
to 
match 
federal 
fu nds fo r so cial secu rity , pu blic 
assistance and the like. 
In answer to a clamo r fro m 
retail merchants, the ho u se so me 


two weeks ago passed a btu to 
lo wer their gro ss inco me tax 
fro m o ne per cent to o ne half o f 
o ne per cent a y ear and their ex ­ 
emptio n fro m $3,000 to $1,000. 
Later the senate su bstitu ted fo r 
this plan a sliding scale o f rated 
ranging fro m three-fo u rths o f 
o ne per cent o n the first $15,000 
o f inco me u p to two per cent 
o n all o v er $9 5,000 and a $1,200 
ex emptio n. 
Two o ther bills o n which diff­ 
erences were to be settled were 
o ne to giv e cities, to wns and 
co u nties a greater share and the 
state a smaller share o f v ehicle 
fee fu nds and ano ther which 
wo u ld lo wer the license fee and 
raise the gaso line tax . 
The fee redistribu tio n bill as it 
passed the senate wo u ld giv e 
abo u t $13,000,000 a y ear to lo cal 
go v ernmental u nits. As it passed 
the ho u se, it wo u ld giv e abo u t 
$14,000,000. 
The seco nd bill as passed by 
the senate wo u ld redu ce the li­ 
cense charge fro m the present 
$5 to $10 a y ear to a flat $1 fo r 
passenger au to mo biles and raise 
the gas tax fro m fo u r to fiv e 
cents a gallo n. This bill, as it 
came fro m the ho u se, pro v ided 


o nly fo r repeal o f the tru ck 
weight tax . 
Senato r E. Cu rtis White o f In­ 
dianapo lis, 
Demo cratic 
flo o r 
leader, said the senate mu st pass 
at least 40 o f the 72 bills pending 
o n seco nd reading befo re ad­ 
jo u rnment. 
He 
said senato rs 
planned to fo rego their lu nch 
ho u r and “go o u t and get a sand­ 
wich when they get hu ngry .” 
Speaker James M. Knapp (R- 
Hagersto wn) said 
the 
ho u se 
wo u ld dispo se o f majo r legisla­ 
tio n as fast as it co u ld. 
The legislatu re has passed o nly 
^o ne bill o f o u tstanding impo rt­ 
ance. This pro v ides fo r clo sing 
o f tav erns an ho u r earlier and 
do es away with the beer impo rt­ 
er sy stem.
